WASHINGTON, July 28.—Col. 
| William Jennings Bryan will rest 
on the highest spot in Arlington 
National Cemetery, near where 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles sleeps and 
po eons Admiral Dewey was, en- 
| tombed_ until! his body was removed 

to the national cathedral. Below 
‘the site that has been selected, the 
graves of World War soldiers, each 
| with ite marker of white stone, ex- 
| tend to the cemetery walls. 

It is as Secretary of State rather 
‘than because of his military serv- 
ice that he comes to Arlington. 
Otherwise his grave would be in 
the Spanish War section, for the 
only time he was in uniform was as 
Colonel of the Third Nebraska Vol- 
unteers, who were under orders to 
‘gail for Cuba when*® peace was 
signed. 

It is rather puzzling that Bryan 
should have chosen a military cem- 
| etery. for he had not only a horror 
,of war, but a dislike to the trap- 
| pings of war. 
| Years ago 1 stood with him in 
/ Westmingter Abbey. He refused to 
be thrilled by the stately tombs 
and crowded memorials——‘“monu- 
|'ments to blood.” he called them, 
and spoke regretfully’ of the glori- 


fication of Kings and Captains 
whose fame rested on their feats of 
arms. 


Marble Stand As Monument. 

Years afterwards he proudly ex- 
hibited a marble stand in the patio 
of his Miami home and declared he 
wanted no better monument. 

It was the tribute of the coun- 
‘tries with which as Secretary of 
State he had made 36 treaties bind- 
ing them to hold off hostilities for 
nine monthe after an apparent war

cause had developed. Only Ger- 


|many. Japan, Mexico and Turkey 
‘did not sign these pacts. 

These accords were in his mind 
when he deprecated the attention 
historians paid to wars. In fact. 
when he returned to the United 
States after the tour of the world, 
of which his visit to England was 
the first step. he announced a proj- 


est for world disarmament. His 
two years as Secretary of State 
gave him  Iittle tisfaction ex- 


cept for the peace treaties he was 
able to formulate. 

The landing of the marines at 
'Vera. Cruz in 19123 shocked him, 
and when President Wilson's pa- 
tience was worn out and he began 
isending stern notes to Germany, 
| Bryan resigned rather than remain 
part of an administration that was 
-+entering into a war. even though 
Germany's aggression and ruthless 
submea campaign forced it.

He fought against that war until 
it came, taking the position that it 
was being fomented by profit-seek- 
ers, but once we were in it, he was 
as steadfast as anybody in in- 
sistence that the enemy be defeat- 
ed at any cost.

This afternoon the body wil) lie 
in state wiiile the rural folk of East 
Tennessee pass along to look a last 
time into the face they loved.

casket in the front room of the 
home where he died.

Blamed for Lack of Public 


Support.

ROME, July 9.—Moving pictures, 
the radio and other forma of 
amusement have so far claimed 
the affection of the Romans that 
the capital of the nation, which 
is generally considered the home of 
grand opera, is unable to support 
its single lyrico-dramatic institu- 
tion, the Costanzi Grand Opera 
House. 

The Costanzi, which ranks, after 
the Sala of Milan and the San Car- 


lo of Naples, as the most preten- 
tious of Italy’s opera houses, fel! 
upon evil days and rolled up the 
largest deficit in its history. 


Its management, it is declared 
in musica] circles, has made {ft clear 
that Costanzi can maintain itg po- 
sition in the operatic field only if 
ald comes in the form of a large in- 
crease in ita allowance from the 
municipality of Rome and of a 
parallel augmentation of the al- 
ready comfortable Government 
subsidy. 


During the 1924-1926 season the 
Costanzi spent nearly $132,500 in 
producing 18 operas on a_ scale 
worthy of the nation’s capital. New 
settings were made, distinguished 
singers were enticed by good sal- 
aries, the ballet reorganized and 
the orchestra was improved to rank 
with the best In Italy. 


In an effort to attract the Ro- 
mans $53,000 was spent on adver- 
tising and publicity, but to no avail. 
The number of season subscribers 
slumped to a lower total than ever 
before and the house was often 
almost «mpty.

If the Kansas, the Siberian 
Prince and the Menlaus reach port 
by midnight July 31 they can de- 
liver 6500 tons of crude rubber 
to those who have sold it for July 
delivery. At spot prices in recent 
soaring markets their cargo is 
worth something more than $14,- 
000,000.

v.ittle by little the story came 
out how the Pittsburgs went 
away from home cocksure of vic- 
tory: how some of them listened 
to an old ball player in Chicago 
who thought it was time to cele- 
hrate: how the celebration went on 
night after. night, culminating in 
New York with the debacle which 
cost a whole series of five games 
in August; how Cooper muffed an 
easy throw in Brooklyn and lost a 
vital 1—0 game. Little by little, 
from being the commanding fig- 
ures in the National League the 
Pirates of 1921 tottered and. slipped 
under the juggernaut of New York. 

Pace Has Been Steady. 

Since then Pittsburg has been 
doing its share of “runner-upping.” 
That is the best it has been able to 
do until this season, when i{t poked 
its head out in front at the start 
of July and has kept it there.
